An opportunity to meet MLR standards in many disciplines, History Day is part of a nationwide 
program that offers middle and high school students a chance to compete at the state level by 
producing a historical paper, exhibit, documentary, website or performance.

The state contest will be held at the University of Maine at Augusta on Wednesday, March 25, 2009.  
First and second place state winners in nine divisions qualify to attend National History Day at the 
University of Maryland in June.
